Wednesday afternoon at Artillery 
Base Judy 31 miles southwest of 
Tam Ky and 310 m iles northeast of 
Saigon.

expected to rise as additional bodies 
were identified. 
It was the worst helicopter crash 
involving Americans since Jan 8, 
1968, when a Marine CH53 crashed 


into the side of a hill near the far 
northern town of Dong Ha, killing 41 
men. 
Ground action across Vietnam 
was mostly light and scattered but 
the South Vietnamese Command 
said government troops killed 42 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong in

southeast of combat base O'Reilly, 
12 miles east of the Laotian border. 
Military sources said three South 
Vietnamese troops were killed and 
nine wounded.

,\ixon on rne ool issues confronting 
us in the administration,” Volpe 
wrote, and said Nixon still felt 
construction of an SST prototvpe 
was the proper way to decide the 
controversy over the SST noise and 
pollution problem. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, DWash., 
t e s t if ie d 
th at 
the 
fe d e r a l 
government could keep the SST 
from becoming a polluter by helping 
pay for the controversial aircraft. 
There will be an SST whether the 
United States builds one or not. 


Jackson told the committee. He 
pointed out that Britain, France and 
the Soviet Union already had flight 
tested their SSTs. 
The United States has no voice in 
pollution control over other SSTs,

Israel, Egypt charge

Black Sea, near Yalta.” he 
said.

countries were there and we 
were the only Americans 
and the only representatives 
from a free country.”

receptive to some areas of 


learning, say authorities 
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In more and more fam ilies 
across the country, “ back to 
school“ has become the order of 
the day for the four-year olds as 
well as for their older brothers and 
sisters Six years is more or less 
the age when formal education 
starts; however, authorities in the 
fields of education, medicine and 
psychology have discovered that 
as early as age four, children are 
particularly 
receptive to some 
areas of learning. 


One of them is music, says Jay 
Dietzer, director of education of 
the Yamaha Music School. “ Chil­ 
dren do not have to have music 
forced into them ; it needs only to 
be brought out.’’ His statement is 
based on the scientifically re­

using hands, feet, eyes, ears, voice 
and mind, the students get a total 
experience and grasp of music, 
naturally and without conscious 
effort 


Through specially created visual 
aids and class participation on 
various instruments, the teachers 
help the children to recognize, 
hear, touch and arrange notes that 
make up melody and harmony. 
Soon there is a bedrock under­ 


standing of both the spirit and 
mechanics of music. Among the 
instruments and musical aids with 
which the children work are a desk 
organ (one for each childi, drum, 
tambourine, castanets, rhythmica.

The all-prevailing goal, how­ 
ever, is to expose a child to a 
musical experience at an age 
when he is most impressionable 
and receptive The effects can last 
a lifetime.

DOG'S DAY CAN BEGIN WHEN KIDS GET HOME

The equipment for Fido's beauty 
treatment is simple V'ou’ll need 
a stiff-bristled brush, a wide­ 
toothed comb <if he is long­ 
haired). and a pair of scissors 


Daily brushing will keep Fido's 
coat in fine fettle if his fur is short 
If his coat IS medium or long, start 
off by combing him gently When 
you hit a burr or matted hair, cut 
It out. keeping the scissors pointed 
away from his body Follow the 
comb with a good brushing 


Fido will not necHl a bath often, 
if you groom him every day But 
when .something (probably your 
nose I tells you that soap-and-water 
time has come, make it as painless 
as possible by stuffing his ears 
with cotton to keep the water out 


and putting a little mineral oil or 
Vaseline in his eyes to keep the 
suds out 
Bathe him with tepid

The pails, nothing more than 
empty coffee cans labeled F IR E 
and filled with grease fire-extin­ 
guishing baking soda, were used 
to put out cooking blazes before 
they could spread and cause dam­ 
age, And fire pails have been simi­ 
larly successful in hundreds of 
communities across the country 
where they've been assembled by 
classes of grade school children. 
Camp Fire Girls. 4-H youngsters. 
Cub Scouts and Girl Scouts, and 
with the help of local fire depart­ 
ments, distributed to homeowners. 
The purpose of the program is two­ 
fold: To educate youngsters to the 
potential dangers and prevention 
of cooking fires, which account for 
21 percent of all reported fires; 
and to equip homes with an inex­ 
pensive emergency extinguisher 


So pleased are fire departments 
with the results of last year's 
drive 
. .5*2 million pails were 
put into service . . . that the pro­ 
gram is scheduled to be repeated 
during National Fire Prevention 
Week, October 4th through 10th. 
And there's a new dimension to 
this year's crusade Empty coffee 
cans destined for the dump, where 
they'll contribute to our environ­

A white collar on a school dress 
gives it a clean, crisp look “ White 
collar worker" dresses for the fall, 
1970, back-to-school season come

Classrooms without doors would 
have been unthinkable in days 
before sound-reducing carpeting 
went to school. 


Now, an “ open door” policy is 
not only possible, but preferred at 
the Benton Junior-Senior High 
Schools, a large educational com­ 
plex in Fowler, Indiana, with a 
student population of 1800 


Benton first eliminated doors 
and added noise-absorbing carpet­ 
ing three years ago when a study 
hall was remodeled Ozite Town 
'N' Terrace, the original outdoor- 
indoor carpet, was specified for 
the study hall and surrounding 
areas 


The idea was repeated a year 
later with carpeting from this 
manufacturer in three temporary 
classrooms,and again inearly 1968 
in a new elementary school. With 
the open door plan, there is free 
access to classrooms and study 
areas, and the disrupting noise of 
doors opening and closing has been 
eliminated. Furniture is arranged 
so that students sit with their 
backs to the six foot openings 
where doors would normally be 


Last fall, 10,000 square yards of 
carpeting were installed in the new 
door-less Benton Junior-Senior 
High Schools 
More than 7,000 


square yards of Futuristic, nylon­ 
faced rubber backed carpeting in 
the Holiday pattern went into cor­ 
ridors and the “ materials center,” 
an open area for study and use of 
audio-visual materials and refer­ 
ence 
books 
Classrooms 
were 
carpeted in a foam-backed poly­ 
propylene carpeting 


James Russell, Benton Assistant 
Superintendent, overcame some 
reluctance from the school board 
about carpeting — especially for 
the locker areas where hundreds 


of students g ath er between 
classes. Russell proved to the 
board that Ozite carpeting, dur­ 
able from past experience, as op­ 
posed to an eleven dollars a yard 
so-called “ commercial” carpet­ 
ing, could be installed at a saving

Gun control 


One ot the more popular bumper stickers has it that 
When Guns Are Outlawed. Only Outlaws Will Have 
Guns.’* 
Surprisingly, proponents of gun control legislation 
agree with the slogan — so long as it is understood that 
what they advocate is not the outlawing of private arms 
but the registration of them, just as we register all kinds 
of property from automobiles to saiiboats to pedigreed 
chihuahuas. 
The acknowledge that no law could keep criminals 
from getting their hands on guns. But simply because 
criminals would not obey a gun registration law. police 
would have that much more power to take guns awav 
from them. 
An example would be if firearms were discovered 
during the search of a premises for some other reason. 
The weapons, even it not illegal in themselves, could be 
seized if they had not been registered. 
However, far and away the greater number of 
homicides and attempted homicides are committed not 
by criminals but by ordinary law-abiding people. Most

gun deaths occur in the home and involve familv 
members or Iriends. This is the area where it is believed 
gun control could be of greatest value. 
University Heights. Ohio, a suburb of Cleveland, is one 
ot a number ol communities around the country which is 
not waiting for federal legislation. 
The mayor recently stated that by virtue of his city’s 
gun registration ordinance, he is convinced that in at 
least two cases potential tragedy has been averted. 
Both cases involved police investigation of family 
lights and the confiscation ot unregistered revolvers 
found in the homes, revolvers that could have been 
leached toi in the heat ol the quarrel, or some later 
quarrel, and used. 
The ordinance will not stop either family from buving 
a new gun in University Heights and registering it. or 
Irom going into the next-door community’ and buving a 
gun and not registering it. 
But the expense and bother involved may at least 
make them pause and think seriously about whether thev 
really need another gun.

Kids have a way of divining such 
purpose. And so concerned were 
school otticials with the possible 
outcome that they selected students 
who were a cut above the bottom of 
the educational heap.

The 
concern was understandable. 


Based on the current results, it is 
the view of this columnist that we 
should go a step further this fall and 
quite frankly select students who 
are in fact ready to call it quits.

Letter to Norman Cousins 


Dear Norman: 
VVe have been friends a long time 
now’, you and 1, almost from the 
time you took over as editor of 
Saturday 
Review; 
and 
from 
opposite 
poles, 
liberal 
and 
conservative, we have shattered 
some goodly lances. Let me saddle 
up and take aim on the speech you 
made last week here in Washington. 
I his 
was 
out 
at 
American 
I niversity. where the Association 
lor Education in Journalism was 
meeting, and you spoke to that 
audience 
prim arily 
of 
your 
magazine and why it lias prospered. 
One of your main points was that 
Saturday 
Review 
has 
a 
basic 
editorial philosophy — a picture of 
the world as it ought to be” — and 
you went on to outline a few of your 
convictions. 
The first duty of government,” 
you said, "is to protect the lives and 
the property of its people. But 
government no longer is able to do 
those 
things 
that 
governments 
historically were created to do. No 
government anywhere can protect 
its 
people 
from 
war. 
National 
sovereignty no longer is functional; 
it has become impossible to carry on 
the business of the human race 
through 
150 
to 
200 
national 
governments.” 
I hus, you said, "new institutions” 
must 
be 
devised, 
capable 
of 
protecting the lives and property of 
all people and creating for them a 
congenial life. And this is urgent; 
the pace of change is accelerating 
so 
swiftly 
that 
unless 
great 
decisions are made by the turn of 
the century, especially in control of 
the pollutants that contaminate our 
planet, man's destiny may slide to a 
point of no return. 
I found myself reflecting, as I 
drove across Washington, back to 
the office, that most conservatives 
would applaud 
your vision and 
accept your premises and still 
disagree with the conclusions you 
reach. One ot the great differences 
between liberal and conservative. I 
suspect, is that you tend to start 
with men and nations as they ought 
to 
be 
— 
generous, 
peaceful, 
tolerant, and wise. We tend to start 
with men and nations as they are, 
which is not that way at all. 
As a consequence, when you call 
lor 
new institutions, 
we cannot 
make the ski-jump leap that comes 
so easily to you. It is a great and 
valuable 
exercise 
to 
serve 
as 
architect of a world as it ought to be. 
tilled with stately temples, but some 
ol us ask: How do you work the 
plumbing? What holds up the walls? 
These are practical questions: How 
do 
you 
demolish 
the 
existing 
structures of sovereignty? 
The answer, in my own view, is 
that you don’t. Norman, you are like 
the Man from La Mancha; you 
dream the impossible dream. Oh, it 
is all very well to say, abstractly 
and metaphysically, that ours is one 
world, populated by a single air- 
breathing species, the land-based 
mammal. Homo sapiens. Right. But 
the 
commonalty 
that 
unites 
mankind, for good or ill. is much 
less than the differences that divide 
us. 'I he tribal instinct is tixed on the 
genes; and there is no such thing as 
"one tribe ” 
Gan you imagine — seriously 
imagine — the Soviet Union, Red 
China, and the United States of 
America entering into some "new 
institution 
that 
demanded 
the 
abandonment of sovereignty0 The 
men and women who must make 
such 
urgent 
decisions 
— 
the 
decisions ot the next thirty years — 
already are born. Can you believe 
they will be impelled, by fear or by 
nobility, 
to 
reverse the human 
currents of then thousand years1’ 
For my own part. 1 cannot imagine 
or believe such things 
Two prospect* occur. The first is 
that over the next 50 to 100 years, 
man will lender himstdf ext met 


here on earth, by famine, by nuclear 
war, or by such gross pollution of 
the ecosystem that the species 
cannot 
survive. 
This 
would 
be 
regrettable, but our planet is a 
mustard seed in the universe and 
God 
surely 
has 
planted 
His 
interesting species somewhere else. 


The second prospect, which seems 
to me more likely, is that men and 
nations will modify old institutions 
just enough to muddle along. Wars
